A Penns) Ii aula limiter May kill Only One Beer In 1951 
Some persons seem unsure bk to the number of deer a hunter may 
legally kill in the Commonwealth in 195), 
In the Interest of complete understanding, the Game Commission 
Issues this clarifying statement 
There will be three separate deer sea­ 
sons this year, as follows; The first will be for archers only. October 15 
to 27, Inclusive, except the Sunday. In addition to a current Pennsylvan­ 
ia hunting license, a special $2.00 archery license is required. 
Both 
these licenses an* necessary for everybody who desires to hunt deer in 
the special archery season (no exceptions). The second will be the cus­ 
tomary “buck** season, December 3 to 13. inclusive, when only the regu­ 
lar hunting license is needed 
In both of these seasons only male deer 
with two or more points to one antler may be taken. 
In the third, or ■ 
antlerless season. December 14 and la, only deer w ithout visible antlers 
may be harvested. A $1.10 antlerless deer license is required of a “doe" 
hunter. In addition to the regular hunting license. 
The Commission emphasises that, regardless of the number of deer ] 
seasons or the number of licenses held by an individual, u hunter In 
Pennsylvania may legally take but one deer iii 1951. 
The law permits certain farmers and landowners to hunt during the 
regular huck season and during the antlerless deer season on their own 
ami certain ad mining properties without any license, 
But farmers and 
landowners, like everyone else, must have a special archery license and 
a current Pennsylvania hunting license to hunt deer during the archery 
season 
Applications for special archery licenses aud antlerless deer licenses 
will himiii be available from all hunting license issuing agents, as well 
as the county treasurers and the Department of Revenue ut Harrisburg. 
Waterfowl Concentration Bn Schedule At Pymatuning 
On September I. Raymond A. Sickles, Crawford County game pro­ 
tector gave the waterfowl picture In the Pymatuning area thus: 
“Again this year a good number of wild ducks have concentrated at 
Pymatuning Refuge before the fall migration gets into swing. 
In Aug­ 
ust. about 8,000 wild ducks (blacks and mallards) dew out of the refuge 
and fed on nearby, recently harvested grain fields. Th** grain from these 
fields had been combined and the ducks picked up what was left on the 
ground 
"W hether this is a concentration of locally raised wild ducks or 
whether It Is an early movement of northern birds is still not determined, 
but the August concentration has been regular at Pymatuning for the 
past five years. 
There are still many young ducks, especially wood 
ducks. Blat an* not yet mature enough to fly, and just a few days ago 
I saw a brood of young mallards that were not over IO days old 
“Locally raised Canada geese are collecting In 
still feeding inside the refuge area They 
on nearby th Ids until the full wheat is 
pasture."
